(2) The value of the soul is best determined by its des- 
tiny, which is bliss eternal with its Creator. Even if the soul 
be considered apart from grace, it is the most Precious object 
outside Heaven; it is a spirit like God; rational like God, im- 


the sun, the moon, the stars will have passed away. But the 
, soul clothed. with grace is worth infinitely more, is a candi- 
late for happiness such as it has “never entered into the 
heart of man to conceive.” 

Now, common sense demands that I bestow on my soul 
the attention which it deserves, that I take far better care of 
it than [ would of a sick body, that I protect it from danger, 
that I nourish it, that I consult others about its welfare, etc. 

Millions, who have refleéted sufficiently, on the value of 
their souls, have given up everything, even their lives, to in- 
sure its salvation. At this moment hundreds of thousands 
live in monasteries, and cloisters; other thousands are work- 
| ing in pagan lands amid every forma! privation, in order to 
Mt make more certain their heavenly election, and to help others 
| save their souls. If we are giving less thought and attention 
to our souls it is because we do not reflect, and therefore do 
.not properly realize their value. How careful-we are of our 
investments! .What care we exert to preserve our health, or 
at least to restore it when we are ill! But we can recover a 
lost fortune, or lost health, but not a lost soul. We are not even 
given another opportunity t@@écover it. The loss of fortune, 
of health, is only temporary, and is, comparatively speaking 
of little consequence. The loss of our soul is eternal, and the 
consequences are frighttul. 

(8) We measure the value of an object by the price 
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placed upon it. From this viewpoint there is nothing com- 
parable in vaiue to the human soul. The God who made it. and 

who should, therefore, know its value, paid this price for it: 

“ He left His glory in Heaven and came to this miserable earth, 
where, for 33 years He underwent inconceivable sufferings
